Of Antioch's three precincts, only 
number two showed a decline in 
the number of ballots cast, as, com- 
pared with the 1944 election.

The same trend was followed in 
Lake^ Villa with 1168 ballots cast

Dewey fared a little better in 
both Antioch and Lake Villa than 
he did ir\ 1944.. His total for Antioch 
was 1622 this year and only 1305 in 
1944.

11 will be necessary for motorists 
to "feed the kitty" when they park 
on Antioch's streets on Friday eve- 
nings in the future, in .accordance 
with an order of the village board, 
passed at a meeting Wednesday eve- 
ning. The matter was brought to the 
attention of the board by Trustee 
Frank Powles, who stated that since 
a majority of the stores were now 
open on Friday evening until nine 
o'clock, parking space is at a 
premium, and that the meters 
should be in operation. Effective 
date of the change will be Novem-, 
ber 12, in order to allow Buflicient 
time to change the cards listing the 
times of use of the meters. 

Other business transacted at tlie 
board meeting included the loan of 
a sum of $1200 from the Parking 
meter fund to the municipal, build- 
ing fund in order to have sufficient 
money in the fund to complete the 
new fire house.

President Bartlett stated that about 
$1050 was in the municipal building 
fund and that this money could be 
used for the purpose, the additional 
$1200 voted to be loaned will be 
enough to cover the cost of finish- 
ing the building. Trustee Cunning- 
ham atated that the Fire depart- 
ment plans to equip the building 
and that no cost along this will be 
borne by the village.

Blames Sky-Busting ' 
For Low Game Bags 

With more ducks present in Nor- 
thern niinoit- waters — as well as, at 
numerous downstate .areas— than 
during the early days of any water- 
fowl season in many years, the ma- 
jority of hunters have failed to get 
their limit of birds for one reason: 
Sky-bustlng| . 

Sky-blisling is that pernicious ha- 
bit that afflicts ■ so many trigger—- 
happy and inexperienced wildfowC:. 
hunters — firing at ducks long be- - 
fore they come within reasonable-- 
range. Sky-busting was indulged: . 
in by so many boat-shooters ' on. 
opening day that birds were not _ 
permitted to come into the lakes . 
and work over the decoys of hun- 
dred of hunters in their blinds.^ . 
Most gunners who got theirsjimits' .- 
were those with pothole blinds w^> 

back from open waters. • - ^ . 

Director Livingston E. Osborne of 
the Illinois Department of Conser- 
vation assured shooters that many 
limits of ducks may be had during 
the remainder of the season if they ': 
will withhold their shots until 'the 
birds come with in \ the accepted 
range of 40 yards. Fifty yards 
should be considered the maximum 
irange for ducks, Director Osborne 
said. Grass Lake shooters, however, 
started firing at 100 yards and even 
greatest distances. 

An example of education of hunt- 
ers was made on the four public 
waterfowl shooting areas, where 
permit-holders ore warned against 
sky-busting, as well as propelling. . 
their boats into open waters or ' 
around blinds when duclts are 
working. The effectiveness of this 
"education" is demonstrated by the 
fact that 50 percent of the shooters 
on those areas knocked down their 
limits on opening day and the 
average daily kill continues to be 
about two and a half ducks per 
hunter, . " .

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Economic Highlights 

There is a science called scniantics, which has 
to do with the meaning of words and phrases. An ap- 
parently plain statement may mean one thing to 
one man — and a quite different thing to another. The 
purpose of semantics, which hasn't made much head- 
way in the world, is to get rid of this confusion, and 
give words an absolute precision. 

This illustrates one of the difficulties which has 
helped to produce the current crisis between Russia 
on the one hand and the Western allies on the other. 
American and British diplomats have met with Molo- 
tov, Stalin, and other top Soviet leaders, and have 
apparently arrived at agreements. Then, a few days 
or a few weeks later, it appears that the Russians 
put an entirely different interpretation on what was 
said and written. That happened at Yalta where, ap- 
parently. President Roosevelt came away with an 
amazingly different idea of what had been agreed 
upon than that held by Premier Stalin. The same 
words were used on both sides — but the meanings 
read into them varied enormously. 

In the Moscow conferences over the Berlin 
blockade, the Western representatives thought they 
had made progress. Our ambassador, General Smith, 
had little to say for publication, but newsmen report- 
ed him cheerful and optimistic after his meetings with 



how. He Is supposed to have received reports that 
Henry Wallace, with his strong pro-Russian campaign, 
will get many millions of votes, become an Important 
minority Influence on policy, and so be a factor In 
forcing a change in our attitude which will lead to 
our withdrawal from Berlin. Certainly, none of the 
standard American polls indicate that there Is an 
atom of truth in that theory. If they are right, the 
Wallace vote will bo extremely small. And Governor 
Dewey Isn't giving any ground to the Kremlin— he has 
gone out of his way to praise the American delegation 
abroad, and to say that the whole country is united 
behind it; However, it may be that the Russian news- 
men and others who report on American activities 
are very careful to color their summaries so that the 
top men in Moscow will read what pleases them most. 
All in all, the lino taken by the Western group 
has been strengthened more than most of us may 
realize. There Is a directness of language that does 
not often characterize exchanges among the repre- 
sentatives of theoretically friendly powers^. Secre- 
tary Marshall and Foreign Minister Bevin have 
minced no words In placing the blame for the world's 
unrest. And this attitude is not confined to the big 
countries. Paul-Henri Spaak of little Belgium, speak- 
ing before the United Nations* General Assembly, 
made one of the sharpest attacks on Soviet foreign 
policy and "said, in addition, that Russto has organized 
a fifth column in every one of the 58 countries which 
are members of the U. N. 

News services said, at the end of September, that 
the English people were reluctantly coming to fear, 
for the first time, that war was a possibility. Up to 
then, they had felt that the situation was somewhat 
exaggerated, would be solved in one fashion or 
another, and that no power would be so Insane as to 
plunge the world into another holocaust. The change 
in sentiment was undoubtedly caused by the British 
government's announcement that demobilization 
would be slowed, that the armed services would be 
built up, and that civilian defense activities would be 
immediately accelerated. Too, top British officials, 
in the Foreign Ofico and elsewhere, have demonstrat- 
ed an increasing pessimism. 

Yet, in this country the feeling in informed 
quarters still runs against an inevitable war. There 
will be many more incidents, the experts think, and 
the talk get increasingly acrimonious. Yet they know 
that the U. S. will not precipitate a shooting war, and 
they cannot bring themselves to believe that Russia
